(Issued by Publicity Commissioner 


of Alberta Government) 


Edmonton, Friday, Mar¢gh 16th. 

The budget of the Government is 
being introduce on ‘Duesday of the 
coming week by Hon.) Mr, Greentictd, 
the Premier. The egtimates will be 
ready for consideration by that time, 
the premier has anngunced. 

The report of the special committee 
on the legality of the petition asking 
for the sale of beer in the province, 
was accepted by the Legislature on a 
division of 49 to f. The committee 
reported that the petition conformed 
with the terms of the direct legisla- 
tion act. 

Hon. Mr. Greenfield has a resolution 
on the order paper urging that the 
Prvincial and Federal governments 
co-operate to negptiate with the trans- 
continental railways for a freight rate 
that will place Alberta coal on the 
Ontario market in competition with 
American coal, 

An act has been introduced by Hon, 
Mr. Brownlee tq facilitate the borrow- 
ing of money by farmers for seed 
grain purposes, Under this act, 
money loaned by mortgagees for seed 
grain purposes jin respect of land they 
already hold mortgagees upon will 
form part of the debt secured by the 
original mortgage. 

A bill amendjng the election act has 
been introduce@ by Mr. Davidson, the 
member for Galgary. This provides 
for advanced (polls in -cities in the 
province three! days previous to the 
regular election day, for the conveni- 
ence of travelars and others who are 
compelled to b @ absent election day. 

Other acts which have been intro- 
duced include one to amend the school 
act, by Mr. Baker; one to amend the 
insanity act, by;Mr. Reid; one respect- 
ing private bir] sanctuaries, by Mr. 
Smith of Red Heer; one to amend the 
bille of sale act, by Mr. Brownlee; and 
one to amend jthe mothers’ pension 
act, by Mr. Brawnlee.

SEED GRAIN SUPPLY 

There is sufficient wheat and oats 
in the province to supply the demand 
for seed this spring, according to in- 
formation given to the department of 
agriculture, says Hon. Geo. Hoadley, 
minister of agricultuve, in a statement 
issued to the newsapers this weck. 
The statement is as |follows: 

“On Friday last, Mr. Craig, deputy 
minister of agriculture, at my request 
went to Calgary and interviewed the 
Calgary grain exchange. At this 
mecting, most of the, grain companies 
and commission men Were represented 
He took up with thdm the matter of 
supply of seed grain) for farmers and 
was advised that in their opinion the 
various companies, had — sufficient 
wheat and oats to satisfy the probable 
demand, i 

“It developed that/a number of these 
companies were getting anxious about 
their stocks, as-few seed orders are 
coming in, and they feel that unless 
orders are placed pt an early date, 
they will be compelled to sell to the 
mills or ship the grpin out of the pre- 
vince. It was suggested that some 
local organization, preferably the U. 
F. A. or municipal pouncil, should un- 
dertake to consolidate the orders of 
farmers at local pofuts and order from 
the grain companies in carload lots, 
thus saving the Tess than curload 
rates on small lofs. Mr. Craig was 
also informed thqt all of the grain 
companies in the province have some 
seed for sale, a gonsiderable amount 
of which is in the local elevators 
throughout the province,

In connect'on wth 
movement of grain to Vancouver 
from September 1, 1922, up to aud 
Including February 21st, the Can- 
adlan Pacific Railway has delivered 
at Vancouver a total of 6765 cars of 
grain representing 9,894,816 bushels. 

During the same period there has 
been exported from Vancouver to the 
Orient 1,284,550 bugheis and to the 
United Kingdom 16,093,620 bushels, 
or a total of 11378170 bushels. 

During the same period last year, 
the Canadian Pactfle Railway deliv- 
ered at Vancouver a total of 3,451, 
952 bushels of grain, and there was 
exported from Vandouver during the 
same period last year 3,200 000 bush- 
els, 1,220,000 of which were export- 
ed to the.Orient and 2,080,000 to the 
United Kingdom

tion. there are cooks who boii eggs, 
others who make tea, and others 
who make coffee. On man spends 
his working hours makine tovst; and 
there is another whose soi duty Is 
to clean and open ovsters. To feed 
the guests in one day 90 dozen eers 
are required Between 3,000 to 5.000 
lunch and dinner are baked 
daily, and io butter these and for 
cooking. 100 Ib. of creamery butter 
are used each day. “arrots are con- 
sumed at the rate of 100 it, a day 
and between 800 an’ 1,000 th, of 
potatoes are/ sed every twenty-four 
hours. Other vezetalos are vsed in 
quantities of from 50 to 500 1b, ac- 
cording to the number of guests in 
the hotel. It takes from 18 to 20 
gallons of cream, 50 gallons of milk, 
and 175 to 20h Ib. of poultry daily to 
satisfy the demands of the guests. 
Winter and summer the hotel ice 
niant turns out ten tons of Ice dally. 
Even buying at the lowest wholesale 
prices, food alone costa the hotel
